“Why should the
great Anti-Mason go hundreds of miles Lo sce A
mere Masonle cerempny 7' some pooEIe aslced,
while they sven hinted something like an lin-

ropriety. Others sald Seward was himself a
Rluson. and only indulged io Morganism for
polition] oifect.

THE ARRIVAL AT JERSEY CITY.

The traln contalning the President and his
esoorl arrived nt Jersey Clky at 10 minates past
5 o'clock P, M. A large crowd (made up in
greal part of New Yorkers) was in attendance
ut the depot, and when the cars wors stoppod a
general rush was made for the rear one, which
evérybody took for granied coptained the dis-
gulshed ofMelnl whom Lhey desired Lo sce. A
squad of Jersey Ully polloe, under charge of
Captain Daliy, nid to the Cbief, entered the
depot shortly before the train arrived, and by
formlog near the oar entrance prevented the
erowd of curloslty seckors (rom flling the oar-
ringe nnd lncommoding the Presldenl and his
escort. The ferry llontl which landed on the
Jersey slde rlunt previous to the arrivil of tne
tridn brought uover his Honor Mayor Hoflman,
United Bunies Marshul Morray, Maejor-General
Buiterfield, and Buperintondent Kennedy, who
were in wultlng when tho cars remched the
depot.

A revenue tugbont, lylng alongside the pler
mijolulnﬁ the depot, had ou;board Admiral Far-
rugnt and the oficers of his stafl, all dressed in
full uniform, When tne whistle of the ap-

ropchiing locomotive belokenod the arrival of
he uain these maoarched up from the pler,
Jolned the Mnayor and the other gentlemoen
above meulioned, and in A ‘body entered Lhe
Presldent's car, Al"laruluhllonu had beron ax-
changed between them and the Chief Magis-
trate, Mr, Beward and the Presidentinl party,
which was the work of only a few minutes, the
President took the arm of Admiral Farragut,
and was escorled by him, followed by Saecratary
Seward and the other distineulshed gentlemen,
1o the tug In walllng to convey them to the
United Siates man-of-war Fraukiin, which lay
in the stream but & short distance from the
ferry. As the tug salled awny from the pler n
round of hearty cheers was sent up from the
assembled orowd, and the President, wno stond
uncovered, with Admliral Furragut, in the
stern of the bout, bowed hls thanks in acknow-
ledv&m('nt.

ben the tug contalning the Presldential
party steamed away from the Franklin, the
guns of Lhe forts on Governor's anod Bedloo's
Islands thundered forth a salute of Lwenty-one
guns each, and, ere the echoes of Lthess had died
nway, the tug reached pler No 1. Here the shod
which covers the pler was draped with & num-
ber of national flags, aad the street in front, A8
wellas Weslatreel, was now completely blocked
ux. preventing the ecars from ranging, and
eileciunlly cultting off all communlioation be-
iween Battery place and West streel by any
vehicular means, Compa A, 7lst Regiment
ithe Light Guard), d in thelr gay and
fancy nulform, with the ungainl bmﬂﬁ: cap,
now marched down Baltery place and too
position under the pler shed.

When the President arrived on the pler he
was reeeived by the Rev, Iir, MoMurdy, Most
Rev, Grand Patriurch of the Commanderies of
New York, who briefly remarked that he most
cordially welcomed him as President; that he
was sorry the attendance of the Orderwas on
this oceaslon so meagre; but that he ho&ed very
soon to allow him a larger reception than this,
which was only of an Informal character,
